ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


Monday 5 June 1961 broke clear and bright and promptly 
at 0800 hours the outgoing and incoming officers assembled in 
front of the Sheraton Plaza Hotel in Copley Square for reveille 
formation. The bugle sounded, “Present Arms” was commanded 
by the adjutant, the fifes and drum played appropriate Colonial 
music. Thereby it was announced to the city of Boston that this, 
the first Monday in June, was Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Day. 


A breakfast was tendered to the Company in the hotel by 
His Honor, Mayor John F. Collins, It was thoroughly enjoyed 
and most convivial. 


This was followed by the customary placing of a wreath on 
the grave of our founder, Captain Robert Keayne. 


Because of the construction of the Boston Common Under- 
ground Garage, the traditional parade ground was denied the 
Company for June Day ceremonies. The Drumhead Election 
and review were held on an adequate area directly in front of 
the Public Library in Copley Square. The church services were 
held at the Old South Church in the same square. Having the 
scenes of the two traditional ceremonies adjacent cut the length 
of the parade route considerably, which proved to be not un- 
popular. 


A detailed account of activities June Day 1961 appears in 
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the Annual Record of Major I. Jerome O’Connor, Captain 
Commanding 1960-1961. 


The year 1961 being nationally observed as the centennial 
of the Civil War, particular emphasis was placed on appropriate 
observance of that historic occasion. The military tradition of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery and the significant and 
important part which this Company has played in the historical 
and patriotic background of this state and nation are worthy of 
our continuing pride and our every effort to maintain. 


Construction of the New Boston and the Government Center 
is underway surrounding historic Faneuil Hall. It will give the 
famous building the beautiful setting it so rightly deserves. 


Nationally, under the vigorous and capable guidance of 
our President and fellow member, John F. Kennedy, the nation 
in spite of some local and continuing world unrest is advancing 
steadily. 


The entire country had cause for rejoicing while thru the 
media of television and radio the world watched and listened as 
the United States launched its first astronaut. On 20 February 
1962 Lt. Col. John H. Glenn successfully orbited the earth three 
times. He was followed on 24 May 1962 by Lt. Cmdr. M. Scott 
Carpenter, who also orbited three times. 


On 28 April 1962 our advance in space exploration resulted 
in a U. S. rocket, Ranger IV, successfully hitting the moon. We 
developed informative data, although the rocket failed to trans- 
mit as planned. 


The international situation is continuously becoming more 
uneasy. We continue to spend large sums of money in foreign 
aid, almost five billion dollars. It is debatable whether such a 
huge investment is worthwhile. 


The Soviet Union sent its second astronaut into orbit and 
resumed the testing of nuclear weapons. The biggest bomb in 
history was exploded, despite world protest. 
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All was not good amongst Communists: the rift between 
Russia and Red China was brought into the open and revealed 
a lack of unity. 


Brush-fire wars continue to occur in the Near East and Far 
East. An incident closely associated with this critical situation 
was a plane crash which cost the life of the President of the 
United Nations, Dag Hammarskjold. The loss of his leadership 
created a crisis in the organization and great controversy over 
the cause of the fatal crash. 


Probably the action by the Soviet Union that resulted in 
giving the world its greatest concern and undoubtedly the one 
that will continue for years to obstruct the peace of the world 
occurred in August of 1961 when the Berlin Wall was con- 
structed. The once great city was divided. The two parts, under 
pressure, remain rigid in their positions. 


The result of the worsening of relations was U.S. military 
buildup, calling many Reserve and National Guard organizations 
to active duty. Here in Massachusetts the 102nd Fighter Wing 
of the Air National Guard under the command of Brigadier 
General Charles Sweeney was called to active duty and flew with 
all its personnel to France, ready for any eventuality. Colonel 
William Croskery, Company Surgeon, was among those called. 


The Organization of American States voted to ostracise Cuba 
for its conduct in Communist affiliations. 


President Kennedy undertook to better understand and 
promote our relations with European Nations. He visited the 
heads of state in France and England, where he was warmly and 
enthusiastically received. He met with Premier Khrushchev in 
Vienna and the result of his farsighted and unprecedented visit 
led to a better understanding between the great nations of the 
world.

In accordance with the provisions of Article IX, Section 3 
of the Rules and Regulations of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts, the following departed from 
Boston to make arrangements for the 324th Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty: Captain Commanding Major General Reginald A. 
Maurer; First Lieutenant Frederick A. York, Jr.; Second Lieuten- 
ant John J. Riley, Jr; The Adjutant, Brigadier General Law- 
rence F. Carew; and Assistant Paymaster Lieutenant Joseph F. 
Kreas, 


The following members accompanied the committee at no 
expense to the Company: Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira; 
Lieutenant Anthony F. Viola; Lieutenant Wilfred Chagnon; 
Lieutenant Leo F. Madden; and First Sergeant Nicholas T. Elias. 


The committee departed Logan International Airport Mon- 
day, 17 July at 8:15 A.M. via Eastern Airlines Flight 7, arriving 
in Washington, D.C. at 9:52 and established headquarters at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel. Arrangements were completed for the 
quartering of the company at the hotel upon arrival on 30 Sep- 
tember 1961. A visit was made to Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
and to Congressman Laurence Curtis, both members of the Com- 
pany and both of whom were of great assistance. 


Arrangements were made with Major General William H. 
Harrison, Jr. for the unveiling of a plaque in the name of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in the National 
Guard Memorial Building. 


Arrangements for military bus transportation for trips in 
Washington and to Gettysburg were made with Major General 
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William H. Abendroth, C.G.D.C. National Guard, and Major 
General Milton A. Reckord, the Adjutant General of Maryland. 


A visit was made to Arlington National Cemetery. We were 
cordially received by the Superintendent, the Honorable John C. 
Metzler, and plans were made for appropriate ceremonies at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


Tuesday, 18 July 1961 the committee departed early for 
Gettysburg. We were warmly received by Lieutenant General 
Willard S. Paul, war time Commander of the 26th (Yankee) In- 
fantry Division, The Town Fathers were on hand and arrange- 
ments for a luncheon and a tour of the battlefield were completed. 
The Superintendent of the National Cemetery was most coopera- 
tive. 


On Wednesday, 19 July 1961 arrangements were made for 
church services at the National Shrine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and at the Cathedral of Saint Peter and Saint Paul. Plans 
were reviewed and unfinished business was taken care of. 


Thursday, 20 July 1961 the Committee departed Washing- 
ton at 11:45 A.M. via Eastern Airlines Flight 305, arriving in New 
Orleans 2:25 P.M. Headquarters were established at the Monte- 
leone Hotel in the French Quarter. 


Friday, 21 July 196] a visit was made to the New Orleans 
City Hall and Civic Center where our good friend the Honorable 
John E. Morrill was on hand to greet us and promptly escorted 
the committee to the Mayor's Office, where the Honorable Victor 
H. Shiro extended his greetings and the key to the city. Ar- 
rangements were made for the quartering of the company. 


Friday, 21 July 1961 a visit was made to Jackson Barracks. 
Through the courtesy of Major General Raymond H. Fleming, 
the Adjutant General of Louisiana, plans were made for a cere- 
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mony at the monument on the site of the battle of New Orleans. 
Military transportation was offered and gratefully accepted. 


Saturday, 22 July 1961 after completing unfinished details, 
the Committee departed New Orleans at 5:50 P.M. via Delta 
Airlines Flight 872, arriving in Boston on Sunday at 1:12 A.M.

Saturday, 30 September 1961

The Company assembled at the Armory. First Call at 9:05. 
Assembly at 9:20 on the floor in wings and sections. The Captain 
then had the company move to the street and board the buses. 
With a police escort, we went through the tunnel and dis- 
embarked at the Massachusetts Air National Guard area at 
Logan Airport. Their band accompanied us to the American 
Airlines terminal where group pictures were taken. Goodbyes 
were said and we boarded the plane. 


We left the airport at 11:00 A.M. and were aloft at 11:05. 
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Beverages and hors-d’oeuvres were served. The Sergeants raffled 
prizes. The flight was very smooth. 


We landed at 1:05 P.M., and on arriving at the Sheraton 
Park Hotel, were given our room assignments by Lt. Viola.. The 
Adjutant went with the Sergeants and Lieutenants to Arlington 
Cemetery to show them the idea of the formation for the next 
day. 


The Sergeants gave a cocktail party which was enjoyed by 
everyone. After that, the remainder of the evening was free.

After breakfast everyone boarded buses to go to the Shrine 
of the Immaculate Conception for Catholic Services. It was a 
beautiful building. It has been in the process of being built for 
several years and there are still many things that have to be done. 
The Mass was at 9:30 and was said by Father Laurence Brock, 
our Chaplain. The priest in charge of the shrine spoke to us, as 
well as the Assistant Pastor. After Mass the Captain allowed the 
Company a few minutes to see this beautiful edifice. Boarded the 
buses to the National Cathedral, a shrine for Protestant services, 
where the Bishop of the Philippines spoke. Back to the hotel 
and everyone had lunch. Boarded the buses again and went to 
Arlington Cemetery. Formed in sections and paraded to the 
tomb of the Unknowns, where the Captain placed a wreath. It 
was a very impressive ceremony. Then we marched to the grave 
of Gen. Edwards, who commanded the 26th Division in World 
War. I. Gen, Edward Kane placed the wreath on his grave. We 
then boarded the buses and went back to the hotel. 


Maj. Gen. Earl S. Hoag, U.S. Air Force (ret.) and a member 
of the company, invited the staff to his home for a visit. 
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Proceedings at the tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery began with formation of the Company 
on Roosevelt Drive by the Adjutant, Gen. Carew, in column 
with the Infantry Wing on the right and the Artillery Wing on 
the left. Each wing flanked the mall and proceeded up the stairs 
to the tomb. At this point, Gen. Maurer with his staff arrived 
at the foot of the stairs and was escorted by Capt. Smith, Officer 
in Charge, United States Army Honor Guard. Capt. Smith 
escorted Gen. Maurer to the tomb where a wreath was placed.

GETTYSBURG 


it has been 47 years since the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company visited this National Military Park .... It 
seems appropriate that this centennial year the company should 
assemble here for our Fall Field Day Tour of Duty .... The 
Parade was over the same route and the ceremony on the same 
site as President Lincoln on the occasion of the dedication of 
the National Cemetery .... Luncheon was served at Gettysburg 
Hotel with distinguished guests present .... A tour of the 
Battlefield followed in the afternoon and some of the famous 
areas visited were High Watermark, Little Round Top, Devils 
Den, Culps Hill and others, Gettysburg is many things 
It holds the proud record of our ancestors .... It is an historical 
look into our National past .... It is a reassurance for the future 


and it is from the struggle here by one generation that came a 
greatness until then unknown. 


The Officer of the Day, Major Anzoni, had everyone awake 
on time so that they could have breakfast at 6:15 A.M. It looked 
like a dismal day. Buses left at 7:30 A.M. for Gettysburg, with a 
police escort as far as the Maryland line. Everyone enjoyed the 
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countryside. Arrived in Gettysburg at 9:30 in National Guard 
buses. The Captain allowed free time until it was time to 
assemble for the parade. We were waiting for the Governor and 
the Mayor to arrive. The parade started off according to 
schedule. The band paraded and some R.O.T.C. cadets partici- 
pated in the parade. A ceremony was held at the site where 
Lincoln made his famous Gettysburg address. A luncheon was 
held at the Hotel Gettysburg prior to the tour of the battlefield. 
There were many distinguished guests in attendance, including 
His Excellency John A. Volpe, Governor of Massachusetts, who 
told of his pleasure at being a guest of the Ancients and paid 
tribute to them for remembering the men who served and lost 
their lives in the Civil War, with particular reference to the 159 
unknown Massachusetts men buried in the cemetery at Gettys- 
burg. 


He made reference to the oldest military Company in this 
hemisphere keeping alive great American traditions, and the 
memories of those who have served and given their lives that 
our country might survive, grow and develop. 


In lighter vein he told of his efforts to get to the luncheon 
on time — the fact that Mayor Collins of Boston had unwitting- 
ly appropriated the Governor’s car at the Washington hotel — 
and thereafter a lady driver of a substitute car had sat patiently 
in the hotel parking place for half an hour waiting for the 
Governor, while the Governor waited for her in the hotel lobby. 


He complimented the Ancients on making their tour of 
duty a pilgrimage to national shrines, the Gettysburg cemetery, 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, and the grave of General 
Edwards in the National Cemetery in Washington. 


He expressed his regret at being unable to continue on with 
the Ancients to New Orleans. 


Gen, Maurer placed a wreath at the National Cemetery 
and spoke as follows: 
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“We are assembled here today on the same ground on which 
President Lincoln stood on the occasion of the dedication of 
this National Cemetery and it was here that he delivered his 
immortal address known to every American. The Civil War 
was the most important event in our national history. It was 
the criterion of our national existence — it was as important to 
us as a nation as the American Revolution. 


“As we look back to a century ago, we cannot overlook 
what this battle did to us — and what it did for us. Though we 
may not have achieved the perfection that we seek, we have 
achieved greatness. We have today in this Nation the last great 
hope on this earth for the freedom of man. We are today the 
rallying point for all in the world who seek freedom. 


“This ceremony is a significant and a solemn occasion. 
Many members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts participated in this battle. To them and to all 


those who contributed so much to the cause of freedom we pay 
tribute. 


I am privileged and honored to place this wreath on this 
memorial in gratitude to those who have given so much to make 
this nation great.” 


Also taking part in the ceremony were Mayor John F. 
Collins and Lt. Gen. Willard S. Paul, President of Gettysburg 
College and a former commander of the 26th Infantry Division 
during World War II, who spoke briefly of his relationship to 
Massachusetts and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. Former President Dwight D. Eisenhower was unable to 
attend. Many members met his son John in the hotel lobby. 


After the luncheon everyone boarded buses and toured the 
battlefield. We had excellent guides who showed us all over the 
place and told us exactly where each day’s fighting took place. 
It was really inspiring and at times would make you shiver at 
what took place. The sun had come out and it was a very enjoy-

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able afternoon. We then left on our buses for the homeward 
ride. Everyone showered and changed into mess jackets for the 
reception and the 324th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet. 


The Captain had a receiving line, after which the head 
table marched in, and after grace, an excellent dinner was 
served. Governor Volpe gave a very nice after dinner talk and 
then left for Boston. Mayor Collins also spoke.

NEW ORLEANS 


This will be the first time that the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company has visited this historical and charming 
Queen city of the South .... Members visited world famous 
restaurants renowned for their culinary arts and gracious atmos- 
phere .... New Orleans is a city for gourmets .... The Vieux 
Carré and Bourbon Street where history has been halted and 
preserved .... There is no comparable experience to the many 
enjoyable hours that you can spend in this famed French Quarter 
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.... A cruise on the Mississippi .... A trip to the Bayou .... 
Legendary hideouts of notorious buccaneers .... The Birthplace 
of Jazz .... Basin Street .... Historical Landmarks .... The 
Battle of New Orleans .... Jackson Barracks. Civic and military 
officials personally extended their welcome and expressed their 
pleasure that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
visited New Orleans. 


Breakfast was served and we then boarded the buses in 
uniform for the National Airport. Left at 11:15 A.M. It was a 
four hour and fifteen minute flight and a little rough at times. 


When we landed they had the red carpet out for us and 
pictures were taken. Then the company left in buses and limou- 
sines for the Sheraton Hotel. 


The Captain, Officers, and staff went to the City Hall to 
visit the Mayor of New Orleans. He gave the Captain an honor- 
ary citizenship and a key to the city. It is a beautiful building 
and quite impressive. Back to the hotel where the Sergeants 
gave a cocktail party. The Captain and part of his staff went to 
Antoine’s for a very enjoyable dinner. There were quite a few 
toasts given and after dinner most everyone took a walk around 
Bourbon Street. 


Thursday, 5 October 1961

Boarded National Guard buses and went to Charmette, a 
national historical park, the site where the Battle of New Orleans 
was fought. At dawn on January 8, 1815, the last major battle of 
the War of 1812 was fought on the fields of Charmette plantation. 
Here 5,400 British and 4,000 American troops struggled for 
possession of the nearby city of New Orleans, This rich com- 
mercial port was so situated geographically that the force which 
held it would also control the mouth of the Mississippi River. 
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The Company formed in wings and had a short parade and 
ceremony. The Captain placed a wreath. We then walked 
around the battlefield and museum. At Jackson Barracks the 
Captain and his officers met the Commanding General. These 
barracks were built in 1820 and are still being used. Jackson 
Barracks is a historical Louisiana landmark. No other military 
installation in Louisiana or the Mississippi Valley is older than 
the “Old Barracks”. This historic military post and the many 
new installations that have been added since 1849 occupy 101 
acres. It contains the Office of the Adjutant General of Louisiana, 
the Headquarters of the Military Department of the State, the 
Civil Defense Agency, and the Selective Service System. This 
extensive military reservation also provides armories, training 
facilities, supply and concentration sites for most of the Louisi- 
ana National Guard Units located in New Orleans. 


Initial planning for the barracks by the United States 
Government began in 1825, and construction was completed in 
1835. ‘The Barracks was designed much in the manner of a 
frontier fort; its four tall round towers perforated with rifle 
ports were connected by a high brick wall. Three sally gates 
provided entrance and exits. All enclosed the troop quarters 
and the parade ground. This plan coupled with its self-sustaining 
features was designed to enable its garrison to withstand a local 
siege as well as to provide a station for the troops that were to 
guard the Queen City of the South, New Orleans. It was original- 
ly the New Orleans Barracks, but in 1866 it was renamed to 
honor the hero of the Battle of New Orleans, Andrew Jackson. 


After lunch some of the group went to the Trade building 
and did some shopping. They have some very nice things there, 
but most of it is from foreign countries.

GovERNOR VOLPE: 


Captain Commanding, Gen. Maurer, Reverend Clergy, Mayor 
Collins, Officers and Men of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, Distinguished Members of the Armed Forces who grace 
this head table. 


I esteem it a signal honor and privilege to be here to respond 
to the Toast of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and to take part 
in these impressive ceremonies, a part of your annual Field Tour of 
Duty. I only wish it were possible for me to continue with you to 
New Orleans, but business at the State House has a way of beckoning 
and I must catch a ten o’clock plane tonight to keep an early morning 
appointment. 
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I congratulate General Maurer and his committee on their wisdom 
in selecting this day to pay tribute to those men of Massachusetts, 
who in the hour of need went forward to achieve undying fame on the 
fields of battle and acquire immortality. As a result of their contri- 
butions to the well-being and security of the United States, we can 
show our gratitude to them by guarding the principles for which they 
fought. 


I have the feeling, and it is indeed consoling, that as long as this 
company continues to exist and adhere to its mission of developing 
leaders when the hour of need arises, all will be well with us as a 
people and a nation. 


No man could feel otherwise than highly honored and thrilled 
beyond measure in being permitted to participate in today’s ceremonies 
incident to so famous an occasion in the life of this great military 
organization and I feel deeply so. But I am also conscious of feeling 
a great humility in finding myself at Gettysburg in this famous and 
hallowed battlefield and viewing scenes which were once only names, 
as we studied American history. 


The impressive ceremonies this morning commemorated an epoch 
in 'the history of a race dedicated to the memory of those who died 
that their country might live and its free soil might no longer be 
trodden by the foot of any slave. 


As Chief Magistrate of the Commonwealth I am a successor to 
our great Civil War governor who, by coincidence was also a John A. 
—I refer to Governor John A. Andrew, who was the first to prepare 
for war, the first to prepare for peace, the first to urge the policy of 
emancipation as a war measure, and the first to insist upon the right 
and duty of the colored man, to bear arms, feeling not only that the 
liberties of the colored man, but that the destinies of the country 
itself were involved in this question. 


One hundred and eight years ago, our state witnessed the culmi- 
nation of the anti-slavery agitation of which she had been the center 
for a quarter of a century. Tongue and pen had here done full work 
for human freedom. By other weapons, and on other ground was the 
final issue to be determined. The time had come when the question of 
the worthiness of men with black skin to bear arms and ‘to be received 
into the fellowship of military service was to be put to trial; when 
their courage and endurance were to be subjected to the supreme test 
of the battle field, And the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to her 
eternal honor, dared to entrust her white flag to their keeping and to 
place one of her chivalry at their head. 
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A negro regiment —the first raised by any northern state — 
marched through our streets, bound for the front with Robert Gould 
Shaw in command, The outward and visible sign of the enfranchise- 
ment of a race was here given, when the fugitive slave, transformed 
into a soldier by authority of a liberty-loving state, went forth to do 
his part in maintaining the unity of a nation, in winning the freedom 
of his people. 


Two months later, the answer to the question, whether the Negro 
would fight and: die for his country like the white man, came back 
written in letters of blood from the ramparts of Fort Wagner and 
the mighty army of colored troops, no inconsiderable factor in the 
attainment of the victory of the north, followed where Colonel Shaw 
and the 54th Massachusetts had led the way. 


On the blood-stained earthworks of Fort Wagner a race was 
called to sudden manhood. Even those whose hearts had yearned with 
the strongest sympathy and compassion for the colored race, and had, 
up to that time, regarded as their leading characteristics, a meek 
resignation, a patient submission to wrong, on that day learned that 
whatever the color of the skin, the blood that flowed in the veins of 
the colored man was red with the lusty hue of manhood and of heroism. 


When Abraham Lincoln for the second time took upon himself the 
great responsibility of the presidency, he spoke in language that still 
thrills with its deep feeling and sublime faith, the following words: 


“Tf God wills that this mighty scourge of war continue until all 
the wealth piled by the bondsmen’s two hundred and fifty years of 
unrequited toil shall be sunk and every drop of blood drawn with ithe 
sword, as was said three thousand years ago, still it must be said the 
judgements of the Lord are true and righteous altogether. 


A common trench of soil in South Carolina, upon a battle ground 
which has been well called the Bunker Hill of the colored race, was 
the fitting sepulchre of white and black, of officer and private. The 
great price was paid, the price of heaped-up treasure, the price of 
blood drawn from the veins of the generous and gallant youth of 
‘the land. 


But no heart today, howsoever deeply wounded, ean grudge that 
price. Willingly and gladly it was given, and it is not with sorrow, 
but with joy, that we commemorate the sacrifice. 


We have on Boston Common, on the spot where governor Andrew 
reviewed and sent forth with the godspeed of the Commonwealth, a 
memorial to the men of the 54th who began the march that ended at 
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Wagner. This memorial is not a mere likeness of the face and form of 
Colonel Shaw, but rather it is a monument to the soul of the regiment 
which he led, an expression of a great idea, and a high purpose which 
called it into being. 


On this memorial, ‘the dead recalled to life by the genius of the 
sculptor marched by the side of their young heroic commander at 
all times. 


“The rest,” says the dying Hamlet, “is silence. Yet from that 
silence beyond the grave, silence to us only because our ears are not 
yet tuned to its harmonies, there come some living voices, repeating 
their message to generation after generation.” 


It is not always those whom the world esteems the most successful 
or the greatest who leave the most valuable examples and lessons to 
posterity. It is often the man whose life or death touches some deep 
chord of universal sympathy which appeals to the imagination or the 
sentiments of all mankind whose examples we remember. When far 
greater soldiers are forgotten, our descendants will still cherish the 
memory of the gallant youth who fell “with his hurts before” leading 
a hopeless charge, blazing the path of freedom for a race in bondage. 


May the lesson which this Shaw Memorial teaches sink more 
deeply into the hearts of our people as years go by. If they ever doubt 
as ‘to the future of American political institutions, if they ever despair 
of the republic, may they here gather new inspiration and courage; 
may they here more fully realize that the country of free men which 
was worth dying for a century ago is worth living for now and here- 
after. And let us here catch ‘the forward step of the 54th Massachu- 
setts and serve, in whatever manner the peaceful opportunities of our 
time may permit, under the same glorious colors which it proudly bore. 


And so it is with joy and thoughtful hearts that we remember 
the great deed which is today commemorated. Sleep well, noble and 
heroic dead. You held out your lives, a sacrifice to country, and a 
grateful nation treasures your act, as part of her undying fame.

During the year, the following gifts were received: 


From the Estate of our late Comrade, Lt. Ervin A. Eastman, 
a German over-and-under hunting rifle with handsomely en- 
graved and gold inlaid barrel and deep carved stock. 


From a Committee composed of members of our Company 
who paraded in Washington, D.C., January 20, 1961, as part of 
the Inaugural Ceremonies of our member John Fitzgerald 


Kennedy as President of the United States, Parade Medal and 
Dress Medal No. 75. 


From Mrs. Elizabeth Curtin, 382 Main St., Plymouth, Mass., 
through Sgt. Joseph G. Macquarrie, one set of 5 volumes “History 
of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Co.” 


From Mr. Bryant N. Thompson, Fort Worth, Texas, four 
books and one picture of Ancients and one 1903 Ancients Souve- 
nir Plate. 


The expenses of the Committee for the past fiscal year were 
as follows: to secure a picture of Ancient Corporal Lowell 
Mason Maxham, Medal of Honor (Civil War) , $36.35; to encase 
in plastic 14 scenes of American fighting men, each picture 
20” x 24”, $38.60; for laminating labels, $13.40; to secure non- 
tarnish metal label for the gun bequeathed by our late comrade 
Lt. Eastman, $10.00; for one black walnut antique drop-leaf 
table for refreshment room use, $15.00; for four oval picture 
mats, $7.00; for labor in cleaning out the attic, $21.00; for our 
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museum listing in the booklet of the N. E. Council, $6.00; for 
miscellaneous expenses, $3.45; total expended in year, $150.80. 


General Fred E. Pereira, Col. Leo C. Graham and Lt. Col. 
Arthur J. Swett inspected the original charter of our Company 
which is located within the new State Archives Museum in the 
basement of the State Capital. The charter was found to be in 
good condition. 


In order to have on hand a quantity of the black walnut 
frames which are generally used for the pictures of our Past 
Commanders, under the direction of General Pereira, this com- 
mittee was given a frame for duplication. A Boston company, 
specializing in the reproduction of antiques, made up a set of 
knives to cut out the frame moulding exactly as per sample, and 
furnished us with frames for many years use. The frame 
moulding knives are now the property of our Company and are 
in the possession of General Pereira. 


As previously stated in our Interim Report, this Committee 
has cleaned up the fire hazard in the attic of Faneuil Hall and 
will hold a closed auction sale for Ancients only, in the Fall, to 
dispose of all surplus items. 


The pictures of Ancients who won the Medal of Honor 
during the Civil War: namely, Col. Gardner C. Hawkins, Col. 
Francis Snow Hasseltine, Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham, and 
Major George H. Maynard were unveiled as part of the festivities 
of June Day. This project took a full year for completion. 


Our museum had over 30,000 visitors during the past year, 
of whom 10,000 signed the visitors’ book. They came from all 
over the world; several from Japan, New Zealand and Pakistan. 
One day, this last week, there were 550 visitors. During this day, 
our Curator, Sgt. Sidney M. Abbott gave three group lectures. 
Sgt. Abbott is prepared and well qualified to give special treat- 
ment to any organized group of visitors. 
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The Century Box was examined in the vaults of the Statler 
Branch of the State Street Bank and Trust Company and was 
found to be in good order with the seals intact. Also, safe in 
the same vaults, are our two metal boxes containing copies of 
the pictures of our Past Commanders from 1688 to 1959. 


The Committee wishes to thank Lt. Col. James Russell 
Lowell, Hector Campbell and Martin Connelly for their consci- 
entious assistance during the past year.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


ANNUAL RECEPTION TO THE GOVERNOR 
BY THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Washington’s Birthday, February 22, 1962 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts was well represented at the annual reception of the 
Governor at the State House on Washington’s Birthday. 
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Following the traditional State House ceremonies, the 
company gathered at the Faneuil Hall Armory to be host at 
the annual luncheon to the Governor of the Commonwealth. 


The head table guests included the officers of the Company, 
representatives from all the Armed Services and representatives 
of local and state government, including the guest of honor, 
Governor John A. Volpe, a member of the Company. 


At the conclusion of the meal, General Maurer welcomed 
the guests and said: 


This is a meaningful day in American history . . . the birth- 
day of George Washington. It is fitting that we should gather 
here today in historic Faneuil Hall to celebrate and to pay 
homage to one who has been so great a figure and so great an 
influence in the founding and establishing of this great demo- 
cracy. 


There are many lessons to be learned from the determination 
and resourcefulness of George Washington. It is a matter of 
historical record that he lost more battles than he won, but he 
triumphed in the end because he won the most important ones. 
Perhaps we could all take guidance from this and concentrate 
our efforts on those matters which will ultimately achieve the 
goal we seek. 


There is no final fight in the battle for freedom. The 
struggle continues as long as there are enemies who seek to 
subvert our minds and destroy our ideals, Our enemies’ strongest 
allies can be our indifference of spirit, our weakness of will and 
our compromise of principle. On freedom’s side stands the 
enduring strength of George Washington and our forefathers, a 
steadfast faith in our way of life, and a firm resolve to defend it. 
Let our convictions remain strong and our purpose firm so that 
we may pass on to our children as has been passed on to us both 
the fruits of freedom and the will to preserve it. 
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I think that the greatest tribute and the clearest and most 
appropriate thoughts ever expressed were those delivered in the 
eulogy by General (Light Horse Harry) Lee upon the death of 
George Washington when he said on that historic occasion to the 
memory of the man “First in War, First in Peace, and First in the 
Hearts of his Countrymen.” 


Captain Commanding Major General Reginald Maurer then 
presented the Governor a silver plate engraved with the Company 
seal, speaking as follows: 


Your Excellency John A. Volpe, Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, our commander-in-chief, it is a pleasure 
and an honor to have you here today. 


We of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts greatly appreciate the many times that you have 
joined with us and participated in our ceremonies. I wish to 
particularly mention the trip to Gettysburg last October and 
the ceremony at the National Cemetery where you placed a 
wreath and spoke at the grave of 159 Massachusetts dead and 
later that evening when you addressed the Company at the Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet. We are indeed grateful to you. 


And now, to all those assembled here in this historic armory 
in Faneuil Hall it is my privilege and honor to present to you 
our commander-in-chief, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, our fellow member, His Excellency John A. Volpe. 


In accepting the token from the Company, Governor Volpe 
said in an address: 


“It is good, in these days of cold war to look around at my 
fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Compa- 
ny and see in this historic meeting place men gathered to keep 
alive the traditions of our great country the greatest 
country on earth. 
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“It is up to our country to continue its example of loyalty 
to the flag we have followed through all our nation’s military 
history. 


“We owe that loyalty in times of peace or in quasi-peace. 
We reaffirm it here today. As our country goes, so goes our 
beloved Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” 


Deputy Mayor Henry A. Scagnoli brought to the gathering 
the greetings of Boston Mayor John F. Collins, who was unable 
to be present himself. 


Representing all the Armed Forces was Naval Capt. Charles 
M. P. Keyes, who spoke for Admiral Carl Espe, Commander of 
the First Naval District. 


Capt. Keyes said: ‘We extend our sincere greetings and 
congratulations to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
on its long and honorable history and its administration for 
helping preserve the tradition on which our country is based.” 


Speaking for our foreign friends was British Consul General 
G. R. Edmundson, who said he was deeply moved to be in the 
distinguished presence of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. Another speaker who extended the greetings of men 
under arms was Maj. Gen. William J. Harrison, an old friend 
who serves as president of the National Guard Association. 


General Maurer concluded with the famous toast to George 
Washington by Benjamin Franklin dining at the American 
Embassy with the English Ambassador and the French minister 
at Versailles. 


“A toast to George the Third,” proposed the British am- 
bassador, “who like the sun spreads a luster throughout and 
enlightens the world” 


“To Louis the Sixteenth,” proposed the French minister, 
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“who like the moon sheds his mild rays on and influences the 
globe.” 


“To George Washington,” proposed Benjamin Franklin, 
“commander of the American Armies, who like Joshua of old 
commanded the sun and moon to stand still, and they obeyed 
him.”

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MASS. MILITARY ACADEMY GRADUATION 


At Commonwealth Armory, 5 November 1961, the third 
commencement exercises of this administration were held by 
the Massachusetts Military Academy. This group was identified 
as class 28. Some 63 cadets received their commissions. 


The invocation was given by Lt. Col. Laurence M. Brock, 
chaplain. Maj. Gen. Otis M. Whitney presented the graduates. 
Our Captain Commanding, Maj. Gen. Reginald A. Maurer 
presented the diplomas to the class and delivered the principal 
address, Greetings were extended by Maj. Gen. Thomas J. 
Donnelly following which many awards were made to outstand- 
ing cadets. These were responded to by Cadet First Captain 
Richard J. Narel. Benediction was pronounced by Maj. Frank 
A. Bauer, chaplain. 


Following is the address delivered by Major Gen. Maurer, 
who was principal speaker of the exercises. 


First I wish to commend the Cadets and new 2nd Lieutenants of 
Class 28. The demands made upon you to complete this accelerated 
course I know have been great and it is to your great credit that you 
and your families have willingly accepted this responsibility. It is a 
reassuring sign and an indication that you are prepared to assume 
the task which lies ahead whatever it might be. 


Graduates of the Mass. Military Academy were called to duty 
in 1917. Again in 1941 some 600 graduates of the Mass. Military 
Academy served with distinction in World War II. Now 20 years 
later the possibility of another call to duty is imminent. 


It is indeed a proud record that this Academy has established by 
contributing so much to the cause of freedom. 


Now that you have been appointed to the officer corps of the 
Massachusetts National Guard you have assumed an obligation to 
earry on the fine traditions of the military of this Commonwealth. 
You must always conduct yourself in a manner which will reflect 
credit upon yourself and the military. Always bear in mind that rank 
is a position of responsibility and not of privilege. 


In the military, the professional competence of ‘the leaders is of 
greatest importance. To become an officer, in addition to meeting the 
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educational and physical requirements, it is indispensable that once 
commissioned an officer must never relax in developing his professional 
knowledge. This is and must be a continuing process. There is no 
substitute for military proficiency. 


American soldiers always recognize competent leadership and 
will give their best only when they receive it. The real military 
leader must know his business, accomplish his mission, and have an 
overriding concern for the welfare of the men he commands. 


The national guard has reached a new and higher standard in 
training and in mobilization readiness since it was last called to 
active duty nearly a generation ago. It does and should take pride in 
this accomplishment. Today when you are appointed Second Lieu- 
tenants you assume the responsibility, along with your superior 
officers, of maintaining and improving this military efficiency. The 
task is not an easy one. It will require great effort on your part. 


In the present uncertain world situation the part that the 
National Guard must assume is of great importance in the posture 
of our national military establishment. The active army can no 
longer make any large scale effort without making use of the citizen 
soldier in considerable numbers and the greater the scale of any such 
effort the greater proportion of National Guard personnel must be 
called to duty and participate in any attempt by ‘the Communists to 
ereate a situation which demands a show of strength. 


Our allies and friends throughout the world have had an op- 
portunity to become acquainted with our active forces, but it is 
doubtful that in foreign countries as well as here in the United States 
there is any complete understanding of the capability and readiness 
for quick reaction that has taken place in our National Guard in 
recent years. It is to the great credit of the National Guard that it 
has provided as a deterrent to aggression a military force with depth 
of power and capable of rapid expansion. Nothing could provide a 
greater deterrent to aggression than a realization of the potential of 
our citizen soldier and nothing could bolster the confidence of our 
allies more than to understand the true quality of our National 
Guardsmen. 


If we are to establish a deterrent that will command the confi- 
dence of our friends and the respect of our opponents, then quality 
must be our primary consideration. We may not be able to match 
those who oppose us in manpower, nor are we likely to need to. We 
do need to be able to intervene in situations with whatever measure 
of opposition that may be encountered. 
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If we can establish this capability we shall have gone a long way 
toward establishing an effective restraint to Communist military 
ventures. 


Mobility, fire power, and trained personnel can triumph over 
sheer numbers. This then is your present mission. This is what you 
must make every effort to accomplish: To so train yourself and your 
men that you become so proficient as a military force that you com- 
mand the respect and confidence of our friends and allies and become 
formidable to those who might otherwise become an enemy. 


The responsibility is yours. I am certain of your success. 


MASSACHUSETTS MILITARY ACADEMY 
MILITARY BALL 


On 1 December 1961 at the National Guard Armory, 440 
Concord Avenue, Cambridge the annual ball of the Military 
Academy was held under a colorful setting. The armory was 
beautifully decorated, with a section on either side squared off 
for the boxes. The varied colored gowns of the ladies with the 
officers and cadets resplendent in their uniforms all added to the 
evening’s decor. 


All of the officers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company were on hand with a fine delegation from the member- 
ship. 


Approaching the hour of midnight, the review was held, 
following which the Queen of the Ball was chosen. Maj. Gen. 
Maurer was on the Committee for the selection of the Queen. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS MILITARY ACADEMY 


The Massachusetts Military Academy, the first of its kind in 
the United States, was established in September 1913. It was 
known as the Training School and the first sessions were held in 
the Charlestown Armory. The first commandant was Colonel 
Willis B. Stover, a Past Commander of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company. 
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The purpose for establishing the Training School was to 
instruct enlisted men of the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia in 
the fundamentals of the military. After meeting the physical 
and educational requirements, the Cadets upon graduation were 
qualified to be commissioned second lieutenants, and received 
a diploma so stating. 


The first class of 25 men was graduated in 1915. With the 
ordering of the Massachusetts troops to the Mexican Border to 
support General Pershing against border incidents, classes at the 
Training School were suspended. In the fall of 1916 classes were 
resumed, but soon were terminated in the spring of 1917, by the 
declaration of war when Massachusetts troops were called to 
active duty in World War I. 


It was not until the fall of 1927 that the Training School 
was reactivated. In 1929 after a two year course 25 men were 
graduated. During the next eleven years this number of new 
second lieutenants was to rise to some 60 graduates per year. 


In 1935 the name of the Training School was changed to the 
Massachusetts Military Academy. 


With the call to active duty, because of the threat of World 
War II, Massachusetts Troops were mobilized in the fall of 1940 
and early January of 1941. The Massachusetts Military Academy 
ceased operations again. Graduates and cadets benefitting by 
the superior training they had received distinguished themselves 
in all theaters of operations. The need for trained and competent 
officers once again demonstrated the foresight of the founders. 


In 1948 the Adjutant General of Massachusetts, Major 
General William H. Harrison, Jr., a member of the Company, 
made plans for reactivating the Massachusetts Military Academy. 
Brigadier General Lawrence F. Carew, a member of this Compa- 
ny and also adjutant, was appointed Commandant of the Acade- 
my. General Carew, an able and experienced officer, was well 
qualified for his duties, having served as instructor at the Acade- 
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my for twelve years before World War II, prior to his active duty 
in the Pacific Theater where he served with distinction. 


The first classes in the fall of 1948 reported to the Boston 
Latin School, which because of armory construction programs 
offered the best facilities. During his term of office, Brigadier 
General Edward J. Kane, Captain Commanding of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, 1949-1950, revived a greater 
interest in the affairs of the Massachusetts Military Academy. 
Presentation of a sabre to the honor cadet and the establishment 
of a library in the name of this company were sponsored. Other 
finds were made available. 


In 1954 the Academy was transferred to the Commonwealth 
Armory where ideal facilities were now available. On this 
occasion the company presented to the academy a complete set 
of utensils to operate an efficient mess and a complete set of 
china with the seal of academy and the seal of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company properly inscribed thereon. A 
group of officers from the Department of the Army were sent 
from Washington to visit the Academy as observers and in 
January 1951 the Massachusetts Military Academy was recog- 
nized by the Chief of the National Guard Bureau as the first 
accredited National Guard officers’ school. Since that time 
almost every State in the Union has established an Academy, 
either for themselves or in conjunction with other states. All 
are patterned after what we have done here. This is indeed a 
great tribute to the military leadership of Massachusetts. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts was founded by Captain Robert Keayne with the 
purpose of providing a nursery for officers to better train those 
of the colony in the profession of firearms and self defense. In 
sponsoring the academy this company is carrying out and main- 
taining the traditions for which it was organized in 1638. This 
activity is closely associated with the activities and purpose of 
our mother company the Honorable Artillery Company of 
London. 
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The Massachusetts Military Academy is the principal source 
of procurement of junior officers for the Massachusetts National 
Guard and it offers to enlisted men the opportunity of being 
commissioned and of advancement. Currently some 50 members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company are graduates 
of the Academy. General Kane was a cadet in the early days. 
General Maurer, Captain Commanding, served on the Academic 
Board for several years. General Carew, after retirement as 
commandant, was succeeded by General Coyne. 


The close association between the Academy and this compa- 
ny must always be maintained. It must be always be borne in 
mind that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery, the oldest 
chartered military Company in the Western Hemisphere, pos- 
sesses a great heritage and responsibility and every effort must be 
made to support the military of the nation and of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.

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CENTENNIAL LEGION OF 
HISTORIC MILITARY COMMANDS 


History 


The Centennial Legion was organized in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on 4 July 1876. It is composed solely of historic 
military commands of the thirteen states. It was organized to 
perpetuate the military organizations who served and protected 
our country in the early days of its history prior to, during, and 
subsequent to the Revolutionary War, and to unite together 
such military commands as still exist, or their successors, in one 
body, pledged to keep alive their ancient traditions and preserve 
the records of their military achievements; to foster patriotism, 
encourage national defense, and aid in upholding the national 
institutions of the United States in their integrity; to keep alive a 
spirit of fraternity and benevolence among the Armed Forces of 
the United States; to inculcate respect for its flag and consti- 
tution, and obedience to constituted authority, to recognize and 
honor all citizens who have served or are now serving in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Air Force, its Resserve Forces, and 
the National Guard of the several States or of the United States; 
to uphold allegiance to the United States of America and to 
defend same against all enemies, foreign or domestic. 


It was not until many years later that a charter was applied 
for and granted by the State of Maryland on the 14th day of 
December 1935, when the organization was incorporated as the 
Centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands. 


In 1930, Major Wellington Wells of the AXHAC was elected 
Commander and served two years, In 1958, Captain Augustus J. 
Migell, Past Commander of the AXHAC, was elected Commander 
and served one year.

PRESENTATION OF FIFTY STAR UNITED STATES FLAG 
TO THE HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF LONDON, ENGLAND 


Early in December of 1961 correspondence with the Honour- 
able Artillery Company was initiated in regard to the presen- 
tation of a new fifty star flag to replace a 48 star flag which has 
been displayed in the Long Room at Armoury House since it 
was presented in the 1940's. The offer was enthusiastically 
received. It is interesting to note that it was suggested the new 
flag be smaller than the old one in order that it conform in size 
to the other flags displayed in Long Room. It was necessary to 
have the flag specially made to the appropriate specifications. 
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It was requested that this presentation occur on some fitting 
occasion to be determined by the Court of Assistants of The 
Honourable Artillery Company. After many letters were ex- 
changed, it was mutually agreed that the ceremony be held 
during the week-end of Sunday, 20 May 1962. On that day is held 
the Annual Parade of Homage of the Old Comrades’ Associations 
of the City of London. This is a plain clothes affair with medals 
and seemed most appropriate. 


Late on Tuesday, 15 May 1962 Major General Reginald A. 
Maurer, Captain Commanding, accompanied by Brigadier 
General Fred E. Pereira, Executive Secretary, and Lieutenant 
Robert S. Fifield, Liaison Officer, departed from Logan Airport 
in Boston and arrived in London early the following morning. 


After arrival in London a visit was made to Armoury House 
where we were greeted by Brigadier E. Foster Hall, M.C. He 
oriented us on details that had not already been covered by 
correspondence. During the stay in London a visit was made to 
Boston, England, where old acquaintances were renewed, in- 
cluding a delightful visit with the Town Fathers. They had only 


high praise, respect, and fond memories of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery. 


On Saturday evening, 19 May a dinner was tendered to our 
group by the Court of Assistants in conjunction with the Boston 
Association. It was held in the Queen’s Room at Armoury 
House and conducted with dignity and conviviality in keeping 
with the finest traditions of the Honourable Artillery Company. 
Some 40 were present. Major L.S.W. Cranfield proposed the 
toast to the Queen, followed by one to our President. A toast 
to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was proposed 
by Major R. C. Cole, M.B.E.T.D., who has the distinction of 
being an Honorary Member of our Company. The response was 
made by General Maurer. A delightful evening followed, once 
again an occasion that exemplified the close bond that exists 
between the two companies. 


On Sunday morning, 20 May 1962 the ceremonies of the 
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day, the Annual Parade of Homage of the Old Comrades’ As- 
sociations of the City of London, formed by the Royal Exchange. 
Wreaths were laid on the memorial to the London troops that 
fought in both the last two World Wars. General Pereira placed 
a wreath in behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery. 
Lieutenant Fifield carried the fifty star United States flag through 
the street of London in a soldierly manner and with great 
dignity. General Maurer paraded with the chief marshall. 


At the conclusion of the services at the memorial, the parade 
proceeded to Armoury House where the review was taken by the 
Lord Mayor of London. Upon arrival at the Artillery Grounds 
a church parade service was held with the Right Reverend and 
Right Honorable Bishop H. C. Montgomery-Campbell, former 
Bishop of London, conducting the service. It was most im- 
pressive, as only an outdoor military service can be. 


Following the church service the Honourable Artillery 
Company and guests adjourned to Long Room in Armoury 
House, where the ceremony of presenting the flag took place. 
General Maurer made a presentation speech in behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and presented the 
flag to Major Cranfield, who graciously accepted in behalf of the 
Honourable Artillery Company. The presentation was followed 
by a great deal of clinking of glasses. 


A festive luncheon was served and great fellowship pre- 
vailed. We were delighted upon the arrival of General Sir 
Richard Goodbody, Colonel Commandant, who had been busy 
on the continent with military matters, but had been able to So 
arrange his affairs to return to London and have the opportunity 
to greet us, We were greatly honored to meet and talk with him. 


Following the luncheon the Lord Mayor and the Lord 
Mayoress of London kindly invited us to stop at Mansion House 
for brandy. This was a delightful experience, but all too short 
because our plane flight time was approaching. We bade our 
farewells and were driven post haste to the airport where we 
boarded our plane for the flight back home in order to arrive in 
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Boston on time for the scheduled meeting on Monday night at 
Faneuil Hall. 


It is a great pleasure to meet with the members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company and a reassurance that close 
friendship and mutual respect are ever present. May it always 
be so between us of the New World and our Mother Company 
across the sea.

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SERMON 
THE REVEREND FRANK J. BAUER 


Chaplain, Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 


IESU, iuva! 
In Christ Jesus, beloved: 


In Nomine IESU— While any minister worthy of his office 
considers it a high honor and a proud privilege to preach the Gospel 
anywhere, any time, and under any circumstances, there are, never- 
theless, those Services in which he feels especially favored to be able 
to serve as the bearer of a message from the Lord. On a warm 
summer Sunday afternoon at Rindge, New Hampshire, I’ve stood in 
a pulpit of rough stone and preached ‘to 3,000 in the Cathedral of the 
Pines, a national shrine and memorial to our war-dead, one of New 
England’s biggest tourist attractions with its rough-hewn granite 
altar cross and beyond it, across the valley, the majestic and awe- 
inspiring rise of Mount Monadnock. I’ve served as the Holy Week 
speaker at the historic Old South Meeting House on Washington 
Street, a building which has, but for one possible exception, as the 
American philosopher and historian of the last century, John Fiske, 
reminds us, “a grander history than any other on the American 
continent,” for within its walls was planned that tea party all school 
children learn about and was heard the fervid oratory of Samuel 
Adams and John Hancock “which kindled the flame that fired the 
Revolution” and at its font Benjamin Franklin, born right across the 
way on Milk Street, the 15th in a family of 17 children, was baptized. 


But to have been asked to serve as the preacher for this occasion 
and in this church is a higher honor still, for today my name is added 
to the long list of ministers beginning with the Reverend John Wilson 
in 1638 and containing such eminent and illustrious names as John 
Cotton and Increase Mather of Colonial days, Edward Everett Hale 
and Phillips Brooks of the 19th Century, and of our own times, the 
Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman of New York City; and the distinguished 
Chaplain of the Lexington Minute Men, himself gracing our Service 
this afternoon, and today I stand in the pulpit of 'the church which is 
English architect Peter Banner’s masterpiece, a church so attractive 
that Henry James spoke of it as “perfectly felicitous” and “the most 
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interesting mass of brick and mortar in America”, a church signifi- 
cantly historic, for in the Old Granary Burying Ground adjoining lie 
six Governors of our Commonwealth and the first Mayor of Boston, 
and within these walls on July 4th, 1882, the hymn “America” was 
first sung in public, a church dear to the heart of artillerymen, for, 
during the War of 1812, brimstone, used in making gunpowder, was 
stored in the basement. 


Originally and for many years, Park Street was called “Sentry 
Lane”, for up this path to his lonely but important assignment, a 
sentry traveled to the top of the hill, where he kept watch for possible 
invaders, ever ready to light ‘the tar-barrel beacon if it seemed 
necessary and, when it was, the trained band of soldiers, chartered 
in 1638 as “The Military Company of (the) Massachusetts”, answered 
the alarm, and with what dispatch and with what success is attested 
by our peaceful assembly at this place today, safe from savage tribes! 


But, as your Chaplain and as your preacher for the day, I must 
get on with what the June Day speaker in 1820, Rev. John Codman 
of Dorchester, referred to as “the solemn duties of religion’. I am a 
minister of JESUS Christ and the pastor of a Lutheran Church and 
School, and so I am bound, by my ordination vows, to give witness of 
the faith and proclaim the Gospel of Christ. This Church was built in 
1810 by protesting Trinitarians, so I do no violence to its past by 
confessing belief in God the Father, and in God the Son, and in God 
the Holy Ghost. And the present pastor of this Church, the Rev. Dr. 
Harold Ockenga, stands upon the Bible and its declaration that men 
are sinners in need of salvation, and he preaches JESUS Christ as the 
only Savior from sin, so I only echo his messages when I recite what 
Martin Luther said about our Divine Redeemer, and what Rev. 
Ockenga also says, that He is “true God, begotten of the Father from 
eternity, and (that He) has redeemed (us), lost and condemned 
creatures, purchased and won (us) from all sins, from death, and 
from the power of the devil; not with gold or silver, but with His holy, 
precious Blood and with His innocent suffering and death, that (we) 
may be His own, and live under Him in His kingdom, and serve Him in 
everlasting righteousness, innocence, and blessedness, even as He is 
risen from the dead, lives and reigns to all eternity.” I believe all this 
to be “most certainly true”, and consider it my duty to say so first of 
all, and to pray that you all might say so and believe the same, 


But I am also a citizen of this Commonwealth and a commissioned 
officer in the Armed Forces of the United States, and, as such, I also 
have a duty as regards my country. “Pro Deo et Patria.” “For God 
and for country”, And the test for this portion of my address is a 
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man; I’ve spoken about the divine Carpenter of Nazareth in Galilee, 
and now I would speak about a certain Scott Carpenter from Boulder, 
Colorado, the Navy Lieutenant Commander who ten days ago (May 
24, 1962) with a three-orbit flight around the earth took his place as 
the latest hero in this new space age. I would speak about him because 
he and his flight, even more than the ones before him, revealed the real 
strength of our democracy and sure promise of our victorious survival 
as a nation. 


Not too long ago this was not so certain. Godless, evil men who 
seek to enslave and to destroy, appeared so powerfully strong and 
seemed so far ahead in weaponry and armaments, and so certain of 
achieving their declared purpose of burying all who stand in their way 
that many peaceful citizens of the free nations actually began to say, 
“Better red than dead.” But today the cause of freedom doesn’t seem 
so hopeless any more, and the prospect of keeping the peace is quite 
some brighter. It really does not matter that Russia put a man in 
orbit a whole year before we did and that their astronauts have 
circled ‘the globe for a total of 18 times to our total of only 6, because 
we feel—we know —that not what was done ten days ago is of 
supreme importance, but how it was done and by whom. 


When in his re-entry Commander Carpenter overshot by 250 
miles his designated landing area, we heard again — and this time we 
listened —how many men and how much equipment the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration had stationed all around the 
globe to insure the safe recovery of our astronaut in just such an 
event as actually happened. No one questions such tremendous concern 
for a man, for just one man, and there’s the real strength of our 
democracy. Perhaps the report of a copyright article in a popular 
science magazine (“Fate”) that at least five Soviet cosmonauts have 
been killed already in space flights is not true, but it is true that the 
communistic dialectic degrades and debases the individual and makes 
him no more than a cheap pawn of the state. Human dignity and a 
single person’s worth, on the other hand, are written into the Consti- 
tution and intto the laws of our land —we witnessed this principle in 
action in the case of Scott Carpenter when he was lost — and in this 
let us read hope for the future. 


And let’s take comfort and courage, too, in the openness with 
which we operate. The reporter of a communist newspaper was in 
the press corps at Cape Canaveral, and he saw and heard all the other 
reporters did. Today some people ask, “What could be worse than the 
scandals being revealed in Washington and in some departments and 
agencies of our Commonwealth? What could be worse than the 
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monopolistic price-fixing of businesses and the rough-house tactics of 
unions we read about almost every day in our newspapers? What 
could be worse than people being treated like cattle with reverse 
freedom rides and as if they prevented some pestilential plague by 
discriminatory covenants among white property owners and landlords? 
V'll tell you what could be worse: if we did not hear about them at all, 
if cheats and thieves, if corrupt officials and men full of hate were 
so powerful that they could keep their crimes under cover. Sometimes 
the light of a democracy’s free press can be relentlessly cruel, but its 
blessing is that by it the vermin of our society are exposed and in its 
brilliance are destroyed. In this country there is no high wall behind 
which anyone can hide, just as there was no curtain — iron, bamboo, 
or even cellophane —to shroud in secret our shot into space. And it 
is this openness of democracy that gives us a strength that shall 
endure. 


On the 29th of his 31-page June Day sermon, 133 years ago, the 
Rev. Benjamin Whitman said, “One word more, and I have done.” 
I’ve been long, but not that long, and my “one word more”, although 
more than one word, will not be as long as his! Soviet astronaut Titov 
just finished a tour through our country, and on several occasions he 
delivered himself of the atheistic challenge Primier Nikita Khrushchev 
had previously hurled at us. “Where is your God? Our men have been 
up there in space, but they did not find him.” Well, our men have 
been up ‘there, too, and if you’ve read the account of John Glenn in the 
current National Geographic and listened carefully to Scott Carpenter 
at his press conferences, you know that these men did find God up 
there, found Him up there as surely as you and I find Him down here, 
find Him in our churches and in our homes, in His Word, and in our 
hearts. Not only man, but also God is written into our Constitution 
and into our laws because we, as a nation, believe He lives and because 
He lives, we can live, too, live in freedom and live in peace, if we are 
only willing to pay the price and to make the sacrifice necessary to 
guard and to preserve our priceless national heritage. And with just 
such dedication let us march forth from this place, after the example 
of our Ancient and Honorable Company’s illustrious dead, as good 
soldiers of our country and good soldiers of the Lord, our God. Amen. 


And the peace of God which passeth all understanding shall keep 
your hearts and minds in Christ JESUS. Amen.

We are very grateful 
to you for having traveled all these miles to be with us this 
evening to help us celebrate our 824th Anniversary. 


I have one more person at the head table to introduce that I 
am. extremely happy and proud to introduce. He has been of 
immeasurable help to me during the year. His genial person- 


ality and his willingness to accept any responsibility has been 
a great assistance to me. 


I am very proud and happy to introduce my First Lieutenant. 
It is a great pleasure to me to introduce him to you, although he 
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really needs no introduction, but to present to you my First 
Lieutenant, Frederick A. York, Jr. 


I have introduced all the people at the head table, and the 
Governor will be here soon, he has assured me. 


I see I am a little bit off my timing. There are four more 
people I would like to introduce to you this evening. This con- 
cerns some of our past members. 


This being the Centennial of the Civil War and we observed 
it last fall by visiting Washington and also Gettysburg, I thought 
perhaps tonight it would be a nice thing to pay a little tribute 
to those four members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company who, during the Civil War, were awarded the highest 
recognition this government can give to a soldier. 


The Medal of Honor is the highest award that can be be- 
stowed by a grateful Republic upon those who, in an action 
involving actual conflict with an enemy, valued the liberty of 
all people above life itself, and through their acts, have given 
proof that they were willing to make the supreme sacrifice in 
behalf of that ideal. 


In keeping with the celebration of the Civil War Centennial 
we, the present members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, are proud to dedicate four pictures of former mem- 
bers of our Ancient Company, who were awarded the Medal of 
Honor during the Civil War. 


Gentlemen, the pictures of these heroes are on the stage and I 
would like to have picture No. 1 unveiled, which is Col, Francis 
Snow Hasseltine, born in Bangor, Maine, 10 December 1833. He 
died the 17th of February, 1916; age 82 years. He was Colonel 
of the 13th Maine Infantry. 


Date and engagement where Medal of Honor was earned: 29 
and 30 December 1863, Matagorda Bay, Texas. 
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Citation: “In command of a detachment of 100 men, he con- 
ducted a reconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating back 
an attacking force of more than 1,000 Confederates, and regained 
his transport without loss.” 


Col. Gardner Chandler Hawkins, born in Pomfret, Vermont, 
in 1846. He died in Winthrop, Massachusetts, 13 December 
1913, age 67 years. 


He was a First Lieutenant in Company E, 3d Vermont 
Infantry. 


Citation: “When the lines were wavering from the well 
directed fire of the enemy, this officer, acting Adjutant of the 
regiment, sprang forward, and with encouraging words cheered 
the soldiers on, and although desperately wounded, refused to 
leave the field until the enemy’s works were taken.” 


Corporal Lowell Mason Maxham. He was born in South 
Carver, Massachusetts, 6 December 1841. He died in Boston, 
Massachusetts, 13 February 1931, age 89 years. 


He married, on the first of January, 1866, and at the age of 
18, a direct descendant of Rev. John Cotton, the “father of 
Boston.” He delivered the sermon for the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company in 1651. 

He invented the third rail and trolley systems in use today. 

He was Third Sergeant of Infantry in 1891 as an Ancient. 

He was a corporal in Company F, Massachusetts Infantry. 

He was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor on the 


third of May, 1863, at the Battle of Marye’s Heights in the 
Chancellorsville Campaign. 


The citation: “This soldier, though severely wounded, and 
in the face of a deadly fire from the enemy at short range, hear- 
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ing a call to retreat, rallied the colors, rushed bravely forward, 
and was the first to enter the enemy's works on the crest of 
Marye’'s Heights, Virginia, and helped plant his regimental colors 
there.” 


Maj. George Henry Maynard. He was born in Waltham, 
Massachusetts, 2 February 1886 and he died in Waltham, Mass- 
achusetts, 26 December 1927, age 91 years. 


As a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany he was the First Sergeant of Infantry in 1879 and was the 
4th Sergeant in 1887. 


He left his entire estate to the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company. 


He was a private in Company D, 13th Massachusetts Infantry 
Volunteers. 


He was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor on the 
13th of December in 1862 at the Battle of Fredericksburg, Vir- 
ginia, and the citation: “A wounded and helpless comrade, hav- 
ing been left on the skirmish line, this soldier voluntarily 
returned to the front line under a severe fire and carried the 
wounded man to a place of safety.” 


Gentlemen, I am greatly appreciative to the Museum and 
Library Committee for having spent countless hours of research 
in order that we might have a complete record of these former 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The 
enlargements were made, and one of the drawings made, from 
very poor sources. We had very little to work with, and I would 
like at this time to pay tribute to the Museum and Library 
Committee, and particularly Lt. Col. Arthur J. Swett and also 
to Photographer James Russell Lowell in having these things 
restored so that we might have them. 


Gentlemen, there are a few Past Commanders in the audience 
that I would like to present to you. I am about to become a 
Past Commander, which will happen in a very few minutes, and 
I want to be able to join that very exclusive society. 
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I have already introduced our Senior Past Commander. I 
would like to introduce our next Senior and I would like to 
have him stand up and take a bow — Capt. Frank G. Volpe.
